MOSCOW (UPI). — A high-level . 
Chinese delegation arrived here 
yesterday to begin the delicate 
process of re 'establishing sino- 
Soviet ties badly, frayed by over 30 
: years -of competing for leadership of

begin tomorrow or Wednesday' — 
were already clouded by Chinese 
anger over a Soviet film that pur- 
portedly shows Chinese . soldiers 
mowing down Russian women and 
children.

Chinese and the Soviet Union should 
not hinder the maintenance and 
development of their normal 
relations. 

We earnestly hope that the coming 
negotiations will bring about Im- 
provements in relations between our 
two countries.” 

The Chinese were met at the air- 
port by Vice-Foreign Minister 
Leonid Ilyichev, who will lead the 
Soviet delegation. Ilyichev’s reputa- 
tion as a tough negotiator was es- 
tablished at previous tallm that fall , 
ed to resolve the Slno-Soviet border 
dispute. 

Both sides have emphasised their 
desire for closer relations, implying 
that the other side was responsible 
for the breach that began 20 years 
ago when Chairman Mao Tae-tung 
and former Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev took different paths In 


on 


socialist development for their coun- 
tries. 

New tension was Injected just 
prior to the negotiations by Chinese 
charges that the Soviets had aired a 
■’sinister anti-Chinese" film 
television on September 4. 

The film purportedly showed 
Chinese soldiers fixing on helpless 
Soviet women clutching children In 
jtheir arms. 

China and the Soviet Union must 
thrash out other issues, inninding the 

Soviet alliance with Vietnam a 

country once beholden to Peking — 
and Its backing of Vietnam's 
military takeover of neighbouring 
Cambodia earlier year. 

Western analysts said it was 
doubtful the talks would produce any' 
Important agreements, but might set 
the stage for future talks which could 
yield some rapprochement.

Informed sources said France had 
asked several countries If they would 
accept the ex-emperor and was 
awaiting answers. A long-range 
government DC-8 jet stood nearby on 
the tarmac .ready for a quick depar- 
ture. 

Late reports -from Paris said the 
French authorities had decided to let 
Bokaaaa deplane, but the former 
emperor was staying put — ap- 
parently for fear, that France would 
make him stand trial. 

The man who replaced Bokassa in 
the former French colony of Central 
Africa said on Saturday that he had 
planned his coup with France and 
friendly African countries over the 

past two months. 

That decision was reached after a 
five-nation African legal commis- 
sion found that Bokassa had ordered 
and almost certainly taken part in 
the massacre of about ISO 
schoolchildren earlier thin year. 

At President Dacko's invitation 
French troops flew in to take over 
control of the Central African capital 
of Bangui almost Immediately the 
coup was announced. 

In Bangui, Dacko announced 
yesterday that the fallen dictator did 
murder school-children In a 
massacre last April. "I have direct 
evidence that the emperor went at 
night to Bangui central prison and 
bashed children to death there oh 
April 18,": said the new president. 
Dacko fnaflc .ftfa ehaagcjn a speech 




to students at the presidential 
palace, now guarded by French com- 
bat troops. Leaflets were distributed 
in Bangui yesterday asking people to 
stay at home for fear of action by 
pro-Bofcassa forces backed by Li- 
byan mercenaries. Dacko said 87 Li- 
byan troops had been arrested but 
many more had escaped and gone 
Into hiding. "The situation la 
dangerous,” he said. 

. A Libyan plane with several tons 
of ammunition and arms was cap- 
■ tured by French troops as it landed . 
at Bangui airport, French military 
sources said. 

Between 800 and 900 French com- 
bat troops stationed in the 
neighbouring countries of Chad and 
Gabon, where France has military 
bases, were flown to Bangui with 
Dacko at midnight on Thursday 
when the new leader called on 
France to back his coup. 

Dacko told a news conference that 
he would seek the extradition of the 
toppled emperor from wherever he 
eventually found exile. 

Within hours of the bloodless 
takeover by Dacko, looting of shops ' | 
and public buildings was reported 
while revellers danced and sang in 
an explosion of uncontrolled joy in 
the streets of Bangui. 

A huge statue of the ousted dic- 
tator was torn down yesterday and 
dragged through the streets while 
crowds jeered and^ shouted foptdts:

Lebanon again last night claimed 
that Israeli armoured vehicles had 
crossed over into South Lebanon, a 
charge flatly denied by the IDF. 
Earlier reports over the weekend, 
some issued by the U.S. State 
Department, Indicated a major IDF 
military action was taking place; 
but those reports were also denied by 
the IDF and later withdrawn by the 
U.S. 

The weekend was marked by 
almost continuous reports of 
sporadic clashes involving IDF 
forces and Christian militia forces 
on one side, and terrorists on the 
other. But the IDF steadfastly main- 
tained that Israeli troops were not in- 
volved in South Lebanese fighting. 

In Beirut, Lebanon's state-run 
radio said yesterday several Israeli 
armoured vehicles had crossed the 
border heading for the Southern 
Lebanese village of Kafr Kila. 

The radio did not say when the IDF 
vehicles had crossed the border, but 
said they had headed there to join a 
number of IDF vehicles already 
stationed in the village, just across 
the frontier. 

The radio also said forests In the 
border village of Hamam, in the 
•astern sector, came under intermit- 
tent Israeli shelling yesterday. 

Three Israeli gunboats were seen 
off the coast near Tyre yesterday, 
the radio also claimed. 


Lebanese press reports on Satur- 
day said the government was 
preparing to send additional army 
troops to South Lebanon to help 
maintain Lebanese sovereignty in 
the turbulent border area. 

The Lebanese independent daily 
newspaper “An-Nahar." a usually 
well-informed source on government 
affairs, said the issue was the main 
topic discussed between Lebanese 
Prime Minister Selim al-Hoss and 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
chief Yasser Arafat late on Friday. 

The meeting came as the Palesti- 
nian news agency WAFA reported 
that IDF forces, spearheaded by 
tanks, rolled into Lebanon at sun- 
down on Friday to. battle Palestinian 
and Lebanese leftist troops, but were 
driven back toward the border. 

Travellers from the area said 10 
tanka led some 600 Israeli foot- 
soldiers and other armoured 
-vehicles 10 km. Inside Lebanese 
territory to a sharp battle, apparent- 
ly for control of the strategic 
Kharkali bridge separating 
Palestinians and Christian enclaves, 
WAFA reported. 

But IDF sources said Christian 
militia forces had been attacked 
twice by Palestinians but drove back 
both assaults. 

1 The militias charged that PLO 
forces broke the cease-fire -several 
times at the end of last week. The

BEIRUT. — ■ Palestine Liberation 
Organization chairman Yasser 
Arafat reportedly has turned down a 
proposal from U.S. civil rights 
leader Dr. Joseph Lowery to con- 
sider a moratorium on terrorism. 

Arafat, quoted here by the Palesti- 
nian news agency Wafa, reportedly 
told Lowery: "We are not terrorists 
and we will not stop our struggle and 
confrontation inside the occupied 
territories." 

This statement came at the end of 
a 3^-hour meeting here on Thursday 
night- between Arafat and a 10- 
member mission of U.S. black civil 
rights activists led by Lowery, who 
is head of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, and Walter 
Fauntroy, congressman from 
Washington, D.C. 

The Americans prepared to return 
home on Friday on completion of 
their tour. They cancelled plans to 
come to Israel on Friday after Prime 
Minister Men ahem Begin announced 
that he was not inclined to meet with 
them because of their reported sym- 
pathy for the terrorists. Begin made 
the decision on the advice of Foreign 
Minister Mo she Dayan. 

The civil rights leaders invited 
Arafat to tour the U.S. 

In Washington, State Department 
spokesman Hod ding Carter in- 
dicated that the U.S. would not grant 
Arafat a visa, in keeping with the 


long-standing American policy of 
denying entry to PLO members out- 
side of New York. 

Lowery told reporters that on at 
least three occasions during the 
meeting he had attempted to get 
Arafat to commit himself to aban- 
doning terrorist activities. Arafat 
avoided such a commitment, 
Lowery said, but added: 

"Mr. Arafat told us of his support 
for UN Resolution 3236, which 
recognizes the Palestinians' right to 

self-determination and provides for 
the sovereignty of all states in the 
region." (The resolution, passed by 
the General Assembly in 1974, was 
opposed by Western nations because 
it ignores Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242.) 

Despite the Arafat statement over 
the Palestinian radio rejecting an 
end to terrorist activities, Lowery 
also said that he expected to hear "in 
about a week” Arafat's final deci- 
sion on the subject. 

At the end of their meeting, Arafat 
linked arms with the American 
blacks and sang the civil rights 
anthem, "We Shall Overcome.” 

Lowery then told reporters that he 
had invited Arafat to tour 10 major 
American cities to attend con- 
ferences which his civil rights 
organization is planning to hold on 
African and Middle Eastern 
problems. Lowery said Arafat was 
"considering" the invitation.

Black market in cement is 
forcing housing prices up

A widespread black market has 
developed In the sale of cement, sen- 
ding the price way above that set by 
the Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Ministry and forcing building costa 
up. 

This has led to Investigations by 
the ministries Involved in different 
aspects of the construction industry. 
Construction and Housing Ministry 
Director-General Asher Wiener told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
his ministry has begun to look into 
the whole subject of marketing raw 
materials for building, Including ce- 
ment, to try to find ways of reducing 
prices of components in. short supp- 
ly. 

One of the possible ways of coping 
with the cement shortage which the 
Construction and Industry 
Ministries are considering is gran- 
ting licences to contractors to Import 
cement directly.. 

At present, cement manufacture 
and marketing are a monopoly of the. 
Nesher company, which has been 
given permission — ; and state aid — 
to build the country's fourth cement 
plant, in the South. But It looks as If 
the firm is less than enthusiastic to 
carry out its plans, because of the re- 
cent decision to link repayment of ' 
development loans. 

The cement shortage la expected 
to worsen In the immediate future as 
the military construction In the 
Negev gets under way. 

The Defence Ministry is thinking 
of giving the American contractors ■ 
involved in the redeployment per- 
mission to import cement directly, 
without the mediation of Nesher. 

Management circles in Nesher 
said yesterday that the shortage is 
caused by hoarding by speculators 
out-for easy profits, who are waiting 
lor the price to be forced up by in- 
creased demand from the contrac- 
tors working on redeployment con- 


struction in theaouth. 

A complicated trade relationship 
in the sale of Cement has grown up 
between Israeli businessmen and 
contractors and their counterparts 
on the West Bank, reliable sources 
say- Cement finds its way to West 
Bank dealers from Israeli contrac- 
tors who are licensed to buy it, and 
then gets back to Israel In this way 
the source of the cement is obscured, 
which makes difficulties for the tax 
authorities In their hunt' for evaders 
— cement dealers merely claim that 
they have sold the commodity "to 
• the West Bank.” . 

On the West Bank the first building 
priority Is speed, and residential 
construction is going ahead apace. 
Thus contractors across' the Green 
Line are prepared to pay more than 
the official price for cement, in order 
to maintain their pace. Imported ce- . 
ment, not of the standard Portland 
variety, does not 1 find a market 
among West Bank builders, who 
pressure the market for Portland ce- 
ment at any price, even though the 
imported cement meets Israeli stan- 
dards. . 

Thus a vicious circle has 
. developed : West Bank builders don't 
.'want- imported cement. Israeli 
dealers, and apparently contractors 
as wefl, are selling locally produced 
cement to the West Bank at inflated 
prices. West Bank dealers, and 
builders in turn sell cement to 
Israelis who are. not Interested In of- 
ficial receipts or identification of 
source. There is Insufficient cement 
for the Negev construction because 
of the shortage. A fourth cement 
plant will apparently not be built, 
because of linkage of development 
loans. And U.S. contractors will be 
forced to~ import cement to meet 
their needs. ' 

Meanwhile, the price of building 
materials and labour Is . shooting up, 
which makes flat prices and 
mortgage repayments more expen- 
sive* 


Sadat will not make issue 
of land purchase decision

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday indicated that he would 
not make an issue out of Israel’s re- 
cent decision to allow its citizens to 
purchase land in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

. Sadat said that the Israeli decision 
was part of this country’s “old policy 
to which Egypt is opposed." He said 
that he plans to raise it only when he 
confers with Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. Sadat and Begin 
are scheduled to meet in November, 
probably In Aswan. 

■ The Egyptian leader was yester- 
day speaking to newsmen at the end 
of a meeting with the U.S. am- 
bassador to Cairo, Alfred Atherton. 

The American diplomat had 
brought Sadat a message from U.S. 

Middle East presidential envoy 
Robert Strauss which dealt with the 
Wert Bank and Gaza autonomy 
negotiations due to resume In Alex- 
andria oh Wednesday. 

Sadat yesterday indicated that 
[- Egypt would seek additional U.S. 
military aid, and said he wanted to 
be "in a position to defend our coun- 
try and any one of my Arab 
colleagues." 

Sadat told reporters after meeting 
with U.S. aid chief Douglas Sennet 
that Vice-President Hosnl Mubarak 


had briefed top U.S. officials last 
week about Egypt's economic and 
military needs. 

**In due time this will be 
declared," the Egyptian leader said 
when asked what amount of increase 
Egypt had sought. 

Sadat has said Egypt needs as 
much as $l5b. over the next five 
years In reconstruction aid. The U.S. 
is currently providing about 31b. a 
year In economic aid plus 31.5b. over 
the next three years in military 
assistance. 

Egyptian officials have indicated 
that Egypt, like Israel, may request 
a doubling of annual economic 
assistance and reportedly needs up 
to 310b. to refit its military, which is 
equipped with aging and obsolete 
Soviet hardware! 

"It is not only more money it is 
this: we want to be in a position to 
defend our country and any one of 
my Arab colleagues who Is threaten- 
ed by mercenaries," Sadat said. 

Sadat cited the case of Morocco, 
which is fighting Folisarlo guerrillas 
for control of the mineral-rich 
Sahara Desert. The Egyptian leader 
said earlier this month he had 
agreed to a request for military aid 
from King Hassan even though 
Morocco was one of 17 Arab nations

In a sudden turn-about, the 
Foreign Ministry last night an- 
nounced a change In policy towards 
the visit to Israel today of a delega- 
tion of U.S. blacks, led by Jesse 
Jackson. The ministry's official 
guests department will now offer the 
delegation “logistic help” and is 
ready to coordinate its meetings, ac- 
cording to Kol Ylsrael. But there is 
no change in official government 
policy, inspired by Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan, not to hold meetings 
with the Jackson group. 

This weekend, opposition to 
Premier Menahem Be gin’s refusal 
to meet with Jackson grew, amid a 
rising chorus of criticism, some of it 
from within the coalition. 

While the Labour Party will decide 
only today whether its leaders will 
meet Jackson, it now seems likely 
that the party's chairman, Shimon 
Peres, will have such a meeting if 
appropriate contacts are made. 

On Friday, the party’s "reaction 
team" roundly condemned the 
government's stance, calling it an 
error that damaged Israel 'a ability 
to explain its attitudes on the world 
stage. The team said Israel's leaders 
had a responsibility to meet with 
friend and foe alike to explain the 
country’s viewpoint. Begin 's dici- 
sion, the team points out, should at 
least have been presented to a 
government or parliamentary body. 

A group of Democratic Movement 
activists on Friday also protested 
Begin's decision. Pointing out that 
Jackson's support for the PLO was 


based on a wrong assessment of the 
concepts of freedom and self- 
determination, the group said it 
would be wrong to despair of ex- 
plaining the Israeli position to such 
people. Jackson's reception by Begin 
would show the world that Israel was 
ready to explain its attitudes openly 
to anyone prepared to listen. 

The group’s statement expressed 
the hope that Deputy Premier Ylgael 
Yadin, chairman of the DM, would 
still meet Jackson and explain 
Israel's attltudeaeto the Palestinian 
Issue and the PLO. 

Shai, too, condemned the decision, 
saying it again betrayed the 
government’s lack of political sense. 
The government, said Shal, should 
explain to Jackson the vast gulf 
separating the struggle or xne 
Palestinians and the U.S. blacks, 
which the PLO sought to equate. The 
government .should explain to the 
Jackson group the justice of Israel's 
cause, Shai said, adding that the 
policy of being angry with the whole 
world was further deepening Israel's 
isolation. 

The World Organization of Jews 
from Arab Countries will seek a 
meeting with Jackson. It was learn- 
ed after the organization's chair-' 
man, Mordechai Ben-Porat, sub- 
mitted a request to this effect to the 
U.S. embassy in Tel Aviv. 

But support for the government 
has come from the Anti-Defamation 
League of the B'nai B'rith, which 
reports that many U.S. Jews have 
contacted the organization to praise 
"Begin's proud stance."

WASHINGTON. — The outgoing 
U.S. ambassador to the UN, Andrew 
Young, hinted yesterday he may be a 
Carter 'administration envoy to the 
Middle East when he tours the 
region In mid-November.

I am prepared to 
do things that the president may ask 
us to do," Young said in a television 
Interview.

Young said that Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan, as well as other 
Jewish leaders, are convinced that 
Israel's existence hinges on a solu- 
tion to the Palestinian issue. 

But he said "there has got to be 
sopie outside pressure" on Israel, 
because of the lack of a domestic 
consensus on the issue.

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Court rules Eitan must reply

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I The High Court decided on Friday 
1 that the chief of staff. Rav-Aluf 
Rafael Eitan. will have to reply in a 
sworn affidavit to a list of questions 
put to him in writing by lawyers 
appearing for Arab landowners who 
object to the seizure of land near 
Ngblus to set up the settlement of 
Eilon Moreh. 

The applicants' lawyers. Amnon 
Zichroni and Elias Khouri. originally 
wanted to question Eitan in court un- 
der oath, but agreed to Justice 
Alfred Witkon's suggestion at an 
earlier hearing that they draw up a 
questionnaire to which the chief of 
staff could respond in writing.

The IDF's fighting ethic has never 
been higher — and this was true even 
during the Litanl Operation, despite 
some departures from the norm — 
Chief of Staff Rafael Eitan said in a 
New Year Interview on the army 
radio Friday. 

i The chief of staff did not anticipate 
future problems In this sphere, 
because “we are every aggressive 
on this issue." He added that he did 
not think that his decision to cut a 
military appeals court's sentence on 
Daniel Pinto from eight to two years 
for murdering Lebanese civilians 
during the Litani Operation would 
have a bad influence on fighting 
ethics. 

Turning on his critics, Eitan 
declared that negative reper- 
cussions could be expected from the 
“noise and distortions’ 1 caused by 
the episode. He implied that the 
criticism of his decision was 
politically inspired. 

There are no exact criteria for 
reducing sentences or for making 
them more severe, the chief of staff 
said. But all offences committed dur- 
ing the Litani Operation have been 
punished severely, without 
favouritism, he claimed. 

On another subject. Eitan said the 
terrorists in South Lebanon are ex- 
ploiting the current cease-fire to 


reorganize and rearm. Terrorist 
forces are massing south of the 
Litani and an explosion in the area is 
not far off. he warned. He predicted 
a renewal of terrorist activity. 

Eitan described reports that the 
IDF's attacks on South Lebanon 
caused many civilian casualties as 
"an intentional distortion of the 
facts." He rejected reports that the 
IDF had bombed holiday-makers on 
the Lebanese coastal highway or 
workers going home as “lies and 
wicked distortions.'' 

The IDF fights against the 
terrorists as a regular army, using 
mixed techniques, some simple, 
some very sophisticated, cheap and 
effective. The bombings which are 
carried out belong to the category of 
sophisticated, cheap and effective 
operations — to strike a terrorist 
base at a given depth, a given dis- 
tance and in a particular way. As a 
regular army, we have many more 
means at our disposal than the 
guerrillas, and we use them accor- 
ding to our principles." 

Eitan said Major Saad Haddad, 
the self-appointed commander of 
South Lebanon’s Christian militias, 
is a "brave man and a first-rate 
patriot” who would have been accep- 
table to the IDF as an officer on the 
basis of his ability.

Kreisky: Israel plans to slander Arafat 


Dutch woman terrorist 
deported after 2 years 


TEL AVIV. — Israel on Fri- 
day released and deported to 
Holland a 28-year-old Dutch woman 
who served one-third of a six-year 
jail term she received as a convicted 
Palestinian terrorist. 

Ludvina Jannsen was convicted in 
1977. President Yitzhak Navon effec- 
tively reduced her sentence by 18 
months last June, and a parole board 
later slashed the remainder of the 
term by one-third for good 
behaviour. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
granted Jannsen a special two-day 
leave so that she could be deported 
ahead of the Rosh Hashana holiday. 
In response to a Dutch government 
request that her release be speeded 
up. 


VIENNA (AP>. — Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky has ac- 
cused Israel of Intransigence toward 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion and of planning a "big slander 
campaign against PLO leader 
(Yasser) Arafat."

A cease-fire followed soon 
after, but terrorist fire broke out on 
at least three more occasions in the 
next hour, the militia said. 

Yesterday, about 1:30 p.m. the 
militia spokesman said terrorists 


opened fire on miiffis. forces near 
Beit Yahoun In the central sector of 
Southern Lebanon. The fire 
reportedly came from Ita a- Kelt, a 
village in the area co ntroll ed by the 
Irish contingent of UNIFTL. 

In Washington, the State Depart- 
ment on Friday night said Israel had 
launched a major attack into 
Southern Lebanon.— then declared 
officials had made a mistake after 
prompt denials were issued by the 
IDF. 


"There seems to be some sort of 
major military action going on south 
of the Litani River. But we do not 
know at this point who is involved in 
this military action,” David Nall, a 
State Department spokesman, said 
after the initial statement was 
withdrawn.

Health official to parents: Look for lice

"Some 6 to 7 per cent of 
Jerusalem's schoolchildren suffer 
from lice Infestation," according to 
Dr. Dov Tamlr. head of the city's 
public health services department. 

Tamlr said that the figure for the 
rest of the country was probably 
similar, but that other local 
authorities "don't study the matter 
and don’t talk about it." 

Tamir said that in a number of 


states in the U.S. children with lice 
are barred from classes until they 
produce a doctor’s certificate 
declaring that ail the little pests are 
gone. 

"But such a solution would be 
educationally counter-productive in 
Israel." said Tamir. Lice are most 
common among children from un- 
derprivileged homes, he said, "and 
these are the children who cannot af- 
ford to miss school." 

Lice are not a disease and do not 


transmit diseases, he added. "But 
their presence is bothersome.” 

In a municipal circular sent to all 
Jerusalem schools, Tamir urged 
parents to check their children’s 
heads at least once or twice a week, ' 
"especially in the area behind the 
ears," for lice or nits (eggs), which 
are light grey and about a millimetre 
in diameter. ' 

The circular states that highly ef- 
ficient anti-louse shampoos are 
available in most pharmacies.

TEL AVIV. — Labour party chair- 
man Shimon Peres said on Saturday 
that he believes the new year may 
also be an election year for Israel. 

Speaking in a Rash Hashana inter- 
view on the army radio programme, 
Peres asserted that public opinion 
polls indicate the present govern: 
ment has lost the people’s con- 
fidence. All that keeps the nation 
from the polls "la the current 
parliamentary situation. There are a 
number of MKs who, for reasons un- 
connected with the state of the coun- 
try. are not Interested in going to the 
polls at this time." Peres said. 

He admitted that "early elections 
are not the only possibility before us. 
This government may indeed finish 
its full term of office. But con- 
sidering the discord within it. earlv 
elections are a distinct possibility." 

Peres said his party would run on 
its record should early elections be 
called. "We w 1H not bide the fact that 
we made mistakes throughout the 
years, but we will not repeat our 
errors.” 

He belittled the turmoil into which 
Labour has been plunged recently, 
saying that challenges and 
gatherings do not bother him, and he 
does not perceive any threat to bis 
position either in the kibbutz move- 


ment or in the vociferous opposition 
to the convention preparatory com- 
mittee. which he pushed through in a 
lightning move recently. 

"Clashes are impossible to pre- 
vent, but there is no real in-fighting, 
just the outburst of one man," he 
contended, alluding to his arch-rival, 
former prime minister Yitzhak 
Rabin. "The party is more unified 
than ever. Factionalism Is a thing of 
the past." he maintained. 

Peres had harsh words to say 
about the "New Outlook "-spon- 
sored . Israel i-Paleatinian con- 
ference, to be held in Washington 
next month. "New Outlook is a 
magazine of very -limited circula- 
tion, which, armed with overseas 
contributions, decided to depict 
Israel in its own Image for the 
American mass media. They picked 
the most dovish MKS they could find 
to put on a show in the U.S. and pre- 
sent a distorted picture of the Israeli 
pa rliam ent. We are not all fools hen 
and Israel's foreign policy cannot be 
designed according to free tickets 
dispensed from abroad." 

On Friday, Peres and others in 
Labour met with ' former Dutch 
foreign minister Max van der Stoel. 
who is here with a Dutch Socialist 
Party delegation to prepare a Middle 
East report for the Socialist Inter- 
national meet In Lisbon next month.

Scrambling for air waves 


GENEVA. — ■ Delegates hope to bead 
off a mad scramble for the air waves 
when they meet here today to carve 
up the limited number of radio fre- 
quencies available to the world. 

Decisions at . the World Ad- 
ministrative Radio Conference — 
dubbed WARC-79 — are likely to 
affect the everyday life of most peo- 
ple into the next century. 

Some 1,500 delegates from more 
than 140 countries aim to rewrite for 
the next 20 years the bulky inter- 
national radio regulations that, with 
the force of a treaty, lay down bow 
the radio frequency spectrum will be 
managed. 

“It Is one conference which cannot 
afford to fail." said Edward Ploman, 
executive director of the Inter- 
national Institute of Com- 
munications. who has closely studied 
the explosion In the volume of radio 
traffic since the last conference In 
1959, 

The developing countries, most of 
which did not exist when the last con- 
ference was held, are determined to 
use the one-country-one-vote system 
to redress what they see as an Im- 
balance in favour of developed coun- 
tries. 


Western broadcasters fear they 
could lose frequencies if the allotted 
band Is not widened. But reliable 
sources said the Soviet Union might 
resist any change. 

The conference must also try to ac- 
commodate other demands for air 
waves, from taxis and aviation to 
military communications. 

It must also plan for a new explo- 
sion in telecommunications based on 
the space satellite and the silicon 
chip microcomputer, which can 
store and feed into the air vast quan- 
tlties of data.

NAIROBI (UPI). — With the 
. overthrow of Emperor Bokassa, 1979 
has turned into one of the most 
. significant years in Africa since the 
advent of the post-colonial era. 

The continent's three most 
notorious dictators — Bokassa, Idi 
Amin of Uganda and Francisco 
Macias Nguema of Equatorial 
Guinea — have all been deposed in 
less than six months. 

During their respective bloody dic- 
tatorships, they killed or exiled as 
many as one million people and vir- 
tually ruined their countries. 

Their successive overthrows coin- 
cide with major political 
developments In other areas of the 
continent. ' * 

Nigeria, Black Africa's richest 
and strongest nation, and neighbour- 
ing Ghana are reverting from 
military dictatorships to civilian 
rule. 

In the south there Is fresh. If still 
faint, hope that perhaps a peaceful 
accord can be reached to settle the 
Rhodesian crisis. 

"All this adds up to the fact that 
-AfrlcatJ.979, is enjoying possfbly tbe 
greatest awing -toward' 'T^reTftStf- 
tattve- ruie-and human 'rights ' con- ' ' 
aider ations since the post-colonial 
era began in the late 1950s," one 
East African diplomat said in 
Nairobi over the weekend in assess- 
ing the wind of change blowing 
through the continent. 

"All of these three countries are. 
still In deep economic and political 
trouble, " a Ugandan government of- 
ficial said. "But-at least there is now 
hope and with other developments 
elsewhere it is turning into a positive 
year for Africa." 

The overthrow of Bokassa was the 
44th coup since the 1950s in Black 
Africa. 

■ The fuse to Bokassa 's ouster was 
lit earlier this year when, according 
to an investigation by independent 
African states, Bokassa personally 
took part in tbe massacre of up to 200 
school children whose crime had 
been to protest the high cost of their 
uniforms.

All three countries, however, still 
face a bleak Immediate future, 
despite the ouster of their dictators. 

‘ The empire — which is likely to 
again be renamed the Central 
African Republic — is among the 
world's 25 poorest countries. France 
recently suspended the bulk of its aid 
in protest against Bokassa 's policies. 

It is likely to resume funding 
Bangui quickly but there Is virtually 
no hope that the lot of the average 
peasant will be increased 
significantly. 

Economic experts said it would 
probably take many years to restore 
the economy of Equatorial Guinea 
though Spain, the former colonial 
boss there, has offered assistance. 

Uganda was once one of Black 
Africa's most promising countries, 
hut it has already .had one palace 
coup, following Amin's, ouster. The 
economy, is, jn shambles: and there 
is virttially-no law an'd-order-in the 
capita! -of- Kampala where dally 
some dozen persons are murdered 
by gangs of armed thugs. 


Dr. William Shearer, professor of 
pediatrics, microbiology and im- 
munology at Baylor College of 
Medicine, said of David, "‘There is 
no answer today that will ensure he 
will live a normal life. There la hope, 
and I continue to be optimistic." 

David suffers from severe com- 
bined immune deficiency, and his 
body has no defence against germs 
or bacteria. The sniffles for a normal 
child would be death for David. 

Since the boy's birth, doctors and 
hospital officials have refused to 
identify David or his parents In an ef- 
fort to protect his privacy. 

These days, David spends four 
weeks in a bubble In his home and 


then two weeks back in the hospital 
bubble. 

He weighs 25 kilos, is enrolled in' 
the second grade at public school 
and has a special tutor. He can't ac- 
tually go to school, but his teacher 
and classmates visit him at home. 

Donna Aldridge, the registered 
nurse in charge of David's daily 
care, said, "The bubble is now 
equipped with gloves that David can 
use. He can reach out and pat the 
family dog. He can even help his 
mother and his sister cook. He has 
an interest now In watching sports on 
television." 

Last year, David had a space suit 
developed by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion. But he outgrew the suit, and 
NASA is now working on a larger 
model. 

For the future, Shearer said, there 
is hope, "but we will never use a 
highly experimental process on 
David." And for the present, there Is 
the bubble.

Irish premier battles

The row has been simmering’ for 
some time between the hardliners 
and the 62 -year -old Lynch who. to 
avoid heating up the decade-old sec- 
tarian conflict In Northern Ireland, 
has generally backed England's 
claim of sovereignty over the 
province. 

The apiit erupted into an open 
challenge to Lynch's leadership of 
the ruling Fianna Fail (Soldiers of 
Destiny! Party after the August 27 
assassination of Lord Louis Mount- 
batten and 18 British soldiers by 
Irish Republican Army guerrillas. 

The challenge came from the Irish 
Republic's youngest legislator. 24- 
year-old Slle (pronounced Sheila) De 
Valera. What gave her move weight 
is that she is the standard bearer of 
the most influential dynasty in' 
modem Irish politics. 

The outspoken blonde is the grand- 
daughter of the late Eamon De 
Valera, two-time president who 

founded Fianna Fail in 1926 for one 
reason — to fight for the reunifica- 
tion of partitioned Ireland. 

Sile De Valera, who is an ardent 
nationalist and who supports the par- 
ty's republican wing headed by 
Health Minister Charles Haulhey, 
recently delivered a tough-worded 
speech in which she condemned 
Lynch for "endorsing interim half- 
measures" which only "exacerbate 
the leatering problem" of British 
rule in Northern Ireland. 

A government spokesman reveal- 
ed that Lynch had asked De Va}era 
not to deliver the speech, on grounds 
that it would be damaging to party 
unity. But De Valera defied him and 
delivered it anyway. 

Observers fear that the party 
could Indeed be damaged If the dis- 


sension broke into a real rift. .The 
party nearly broke apart in 1970 
when Haulhey and another minister 
were charged with gun-running for 
the IRA. Both were acquitted, but 
the Incident was damaging to 
moderate forces in Dublin. 

Lynch has called a caucus of his 
parliamentary party for this Friday 
for a showdown with his critics. 

Political insiders believe that 
Lynch will win the support of the 
majority of Fianna. Fall's 84 deputies 
for his moderate policy of first seek- 
ing reconciliation in Northern 
Ireland before pressing towards 
reunification. 

But the pro-government "Irish 
Press" daily noted that any 
"substantial support" for De Valera 
"would obviously widen the division 
In the party and considerably 
weaken Mr. Lynch's position." 

Worried Lynch supporters admit 
that De Valera's attack heightened 
government discontent which has 
been broiling over the economy and 
the party's poor performance in re- 
cent local authority and European 
Parliament elections. 

It also acutely embarrassed 
Lynch's government at a time when 
it is seeking to prevent any heat-up 
in the Northern Ireland conflict and 
has pledged greater cooperation 
with the British to fight the IRA. 

Lynch is scheduled to visit the U.S. 
in November to drum up support 
among . Irtsh-American politicians 
and organizations for his policy of 
promoting reconciliation while keep- 
ing the controversial reunification 
issue in abeyance. 

"Unless Jack can crush this 
rebellion quickly, before It spreads. 
he may find himself in an extremely 
embarrassing position in the States 
trying to persuade people that 
moderation is necessary when he 
doesn't even have the full support of 
his party at home," one political 
source commented.

U.S., Soviets talk on buildup in Cuba 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
U.S. and the Soviet Union will this 
week try to resolve the dispute over 
Soviet troops in Cuba which is 
threatening ratification of the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
(SALT-ID. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko will meet on Thursday in 
New York, where they are attending 
the UN General Assembly. 

Vance and Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly Dobrynin have already had 
five meetings to discuss the dispute. 

U.S. intelligence reports say that 
the Soviet has maintained a combat 
brigade of 2,000 to 3.000 soldiers in 
Cuba for some years. 

Moscow says they are' there only to 


train Cubans in the use of Soviet 
arms. 

Influential senators have demand- 
ed removal of the brigade as a condi- 
tion for ratifying the SALT agree- 
ment. 

The first four Vane e-Dobrynin 
meetings were exploratory, with 
Dobrynin responding to questions on 
the function and mission of the 
Soviet troops, officials said. 

U.S. proposals appear to have 
been presented at the most recent 
meeting, last Thursday. Officials 
said they were now awaiting a reply 
from the Soviet Union. 

The stakes are high for both coun- 
tries. U.S. failure to ratify SALT- II 
would be a blow to the prestige of 
President Jimmy Garter and Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev. 


Gold fin all y declines on profit-taking 

LONDON (Reuter). — The price of. 
gold-plunged J2fran ounce on Friday 
as dealers cashed in and sought 
profits after the record prices of the 
previous two days. 

Gold closed here at $365.30 an 
ounce, ending a week of wild price 
swings which at one point put the 
metal at nearly $400.

CHICAGO. — Hundreds of thousands 
of people face starvation in Cam- 
bodia in what could turn out to be the 
worst famine disaster of modern 
times. U.S. Coordinator for Refugees 
Dick Clark says. 

"It's a very desperate situation," 
Ambassador dark told a press con- 
ference on Thursday. “They need 
140,000 tons of food in the next four 
months." 

So far international relief agencies 
have managed to get only 100 to 150 
tons of food and medicine Into the 
war-ravaged Indochinese country, 
he said. . 

The famine was brought on 
because continuing civil strife meant 
barely 12 per cent of the. normal rice 
crop had been planted this year. 

Clark said relief efforts were dif- 
ficult because of problems ensuring 
that food aid went to the people most 
in need, and not to troops of the 
deposed Pol Pot administration or 
the Vietnamese-backed Heng 
Samrin government still battling for 
complete control of the country. 

Clark said most international 


agencies and foreign governments 
wanted to monitor aid. “They are un- 
willing to distribute food on .a 
political basis," he added. 

The Heng Samrin government has 
thus far refused to agree on a 
programme of international controls 
with such agencies, as the Inter- 
national Red Cress or UNICEF . 

Without controls, the U.S. will not 
contribute food, say other State 
Department officials. 

Prime Minister Kriangsak 
Chomanan of Thailand said last 
week he would allow his . country to 
be a ‘'staging area” for 
humanitarian aid to neighbouring 
Cambodia. 

The U.S. officials, who asked not to 
be identified by name, say that un- 
der the previous regime of Pol Pot. 
agriculture was disrupted complete- 
ly by the forced relocation of 
thousands of city-dwellers into the 
country.

Earthquake gave Roman ruins a shake 


ROME (Reuter). — The ancient 
ruins of Rome are to have a thorough 
examination following last week’s 
earthquake which caused damage 
throughout central Italy and killed ’ 
five people, city officials said yester- 
day. 

The order for a detailed examina- 
tion of the remains came after it was 
discovered that some of the 
buildings were . cracked and in 
danger of collapsing as a result of 
the earth tremor. 

"The damage has been serious and 
we will have to start repairs Im- 
mediately," Adriano la Regina, 
superintendent of antiquities, said. 

In a first safety measure, the 
narrow, winding Via della Con* 
solazione, running between the 
Forum, marketplace, and centre of 
ancient Rome, and the Capitol was 
closed to traffic and pedestrians at 
the weekend. 

The* structures most damaged 
were the 2,000 year-old temples of 
Saturn and Vespasian, on the fringe 
of the Forum. 


The Vespasian temple, -a famous 
Roman landmark with its three 
Corinthian columns, lost pieces of its 
marble coatiilg. 

The tremors, the worst in Rome In 
100 years, also affected the giant 
Colosseum, erected in the first cen- 
tury after Jesus, and the neighbour- 
ing Arch of Constantine, built three 
centuries later. 

A section of the northern part of 
the Forum has been closed to 
tourists until workmen complete a 
protective awning. 

The latest damage has increased 
demands for major preservation 
measures to save, the 'ruins from 
further decay. 

Traffic vibration and air pollution 
have done more damage In the last 
decades than the passage of cen- 
turies, experts have said. 

Among projects being studied Isa 
complete ban on traffic in 
historic city centre which would be 
turned into a vast archeological park 
for pedestrians only. __ 


Brazil won’t extradite Wagner 


BONN (Reuter). — The West Ger- 
man government has officially 
deplored the decision of th* 
Brazilian Supreme Court not to ex- 
tradite alleged Nazi, war criminal 
Franz Wagner to stand trial here. 

The 67-yeard-old ex-SS man is 
wanted by West Germany on 
charges of murdering thousands of ' 
Poles in the Soblbor concentration 
camp in Poland during World War 
H. Bonn 'a request was supported by 
Israel. Poland and Austria. 

The Brazilian court Thursday re- 
jected the West German 
government's appeal against its 


previous decision on June 20 in 
Wagner's favour. It said he could not 
be tried now for alleged crimes com- . 
mitted over 30 years ago. 

A spokesman for the Bonn Justice 
Ministry said the Brazilian court's 
latest decision would make the task 
of bringing Nazi offenders to justice 
more difficult. He said the court's 
action was a matter of great concern 
and difficult to understand. Brazil 
had been asked many times for full 
information on the case. 

Wagner says he was only a 
carpenter at the Sobibor camp.

WOHLEN. Switzerland (Reuter). — 
Soviet chess grandmaster Lev 
Alburt defected during *a match in 
West Germany in July and is in New 
York where he has sought political 
asylum, Russian emigre Viktor 
Korchnoi said on Friday. 

Alburt, 37, sought refuge at an 
American consulate midway 
through a European semi-final chess 
cup match between his Moscow 
team Burevestnik and Sollngen 
chess club in the West German Ruhr 
area on July 1. 

Korchnoi told Reuters he did not 


know exactly where Alburt had first 
contacted U.S. authorities, but said 
he now lived in the Brooklyn borough 
of New York- City and had sought 
political asylum there. He declined 
to give Alburt's exact address for 
security reasons. 

Runner-up in last year's world title 
match against Anatoly Karpov of the ' 
Soviet Union, Korchnoi defected in 
1976 and has lived in this eastern 
Swiss town for two years. He has 
applied for Swiss citizenship and is 
campaigning for his wife Bela and 
teenage son Igor to be allowed to 
leave the Soviet Union.

Peking’s options

THE CHINESE will attend the Sino- 
Soviet normalization talks In 
Moscow later this month with the 
“American card" tucked firmly up 
their sleeve following the visit to 
Peking by HI .8. ViceTPreildent 
Walter Moxulfi^jy&oth sides pplc^at, 
.smooth' demonstration of sunny 
“public relations." Sensitive Issues 
were hot openly aired, least of all a 
time-bomb that cannot he left ticking 
too long — Taiwan. 

The U.S. recognized China on 
January 1, 1979, and President Jim- 
my Carter gave notice that the 
mutual defence treaty between the 
U.S. and Taiwan would end on 
January 1, 1980. His policy after that 
date will be to dissuade the Com- 
munista from trying to take the 
Island by force while supplying 
Taiwan with defensive weapons on- 
ly. 

Peking seeks the peaceful 
reunification with Taiwan that 
Washington wishes to encourage. 
But China’s Vice-Premier Teng 
Hslao-plng has equivocally told the 
Americans that although the Com- 
munists will not renounce the right 
to use force If Taiwan “Indefinitely" 
refuses to negotiate, or turns to the 
Russians, they need not fear an early 
attack as China will not be ready to 
Invade the island “for five years.” 

THIS DOUBLE-EDGED assurance, 
given several months ago, leaves 
Washington walking a tlght-rope un- 
til 1984. Taiwan has the capacity to 
convert uranium into plutonium and 
could "go nuclear” If the Americans 
proved too niggardly with their 
defence aid and left them feeling 
vulnerable. 

. The U.S. would then be obliged to 
cut off its present supplies of 
uranium, thereby opening the way 
for the Russians to move into Taiwan 


with supplies and so tempt the 
Chinese to launch a pre-emptive 
assault. 

On the other hand, Washington 
cannot he too -generous to Taiwan. 
"With SinorSbvlet .talks In the_offlhg,' 
w Mondale prt^ust' have v been shown, a 
corner of the “Russian card” Peking 
has up its other sleeve. Nor la that 
alL The masters of Taiwan might he 
encouraged to challenge China by 
declaring their maverick 
“province” Independent. 

Taiwan has already survived the 
shock of divorce from America. It 
has 58b. in foreign reserves, and an 
expected growth rate of 8.5 per cent 
this year. 

Logic dictates that Taiwan exer- 
cise none of Its radical options. The 
Nationalists cannot risk losing their 
sole established supplier of uranium, 
and they cannot afford to antagonize 
America and China by turning to the 
Soviet Union. Taiwan's trade with 
the U.S. in the first four months of 
1979 was worth nearly $2.5b. (more 
than three times 'the value of SLno- 
Aruerican jsrchanges) . 

As the self-iiyied “Government of 
China, ” they cannot declare Taiwan 
Independent without undercutting 
their own mandate to run It and in- 
viting Peking to invade. Logic also 
dictates that the Communists should 
not Invade, since It could cost them 
American and Japanese 
technological and financial aid for 
their modernization programme. 
But logic makes no allowance for 
fear and ‘.'face.” 

THE ALTERNATIVE is peaceful 
^unification, but Taiwan President 
Chfang Chlng-Kuo has likened talk- 
ing to the Communists to 
“negotiations with a tiger for .its 

skim” « w, 

Peking has been' lndefatigably^ 


courting the Taiwanese, with 
promises to “respect the status quo” 
on the inland., and some Taiwanese 
are now talking speculatively of the 
possibilities of Joint off-shore oil ven- 
tures,. of the technak»gy~they have to 
offer China* even of their experience 
in land reform, whichcould “help to 
. Improve the condition of our fellow 
countrymen on the mainland,” as 
the chairman of the Agricultural 
Development Council in Taipei said 
recently. 

Economists have been urging that 
the steady, if sometimes stealthy, 
trade between China and Taiwan 
should be expanded: the lure of a 
billion potential customers draws 
the Taiwanese like all others. Bolder 
spirits are admitting from behind 
their hands that the “liberation” of 
the mainland is a lost cause, and are 
voicing hitherto unthinkable 
heresies, -like the possibility of 
negotiating a non-aggression agree- 
ment with Peking. 

Most analysts believe that for now 
Taiwan will stick to its present 
profitable partnerships and keep Its 
powder dry. But as the marooned 
Chinese Nationalist dinosaur slowly 
dies and a more Ideologically flexi- 
ble political animal emerges,- the 
Island may start to move towards a 
closer relationship with China not- 
far from the formula offered by Teng 
Hslao-plng. It would then formally 
acknowledge the sovereignty of Pek- 
ing but enjoy full autonomy, keeping 
not only its existing economic and 
sodal structure, but even Its own 
security forces. 

What remains to be seen, however, 
Is whether that can begin to happen 
within the period of enforced 
patience in Peking that Teng — with 
or without his tongue in hls cheek — 
set, like a timing device, at “five

ON LOS ANGELES’ Whittier 
Boulevard, a notorious hang-out for 
street gangs, 30 youths pounce on a 
16-year-old boy. who has strayed Into 
“enemy” territory. He Is beaten, 
kicked and stabbed to death with a* 
19-inch ceremonial sword. 

In the seedy Los Angeles suburb of 
Oakwood, four black youths are cut 
down by a hall of bullets from a pass- 
ing car. Police squad cars sent to in- 
vestigate are chased out by gunfire. 

In the Mexican ghetto of east Los 
Angeles, a young widow protests to 
police about gang vandalism. She Is 
assaulted by teenage hoodlums, 
stabbed five times and left lying In 
the street with both legs broken. 

“These are everyday incidents," 
says, a Los Angeles police officer. 
“Street gangs are back In style, and 
’the members are getting younger 
and more ruthless every day.” 

Gang warfare is afflicting scores 
of cities across the U.S. In this long, 
hot summer, but nowhere is the trou- 
ble worse than in Lob Angeles. There 
are some 15,000 members — some as 
young as 12 — In 327 known gangs 
throughout the Los Angeles basin, 
according to police. 

"Last year, we had ISO gang- 
related murders," said a police 
spokesman. "That figure will cer- 
tainly rise this year. The gangs are 
moving Into communities that 
haven’t had the problem before." 

MOST of the gangs’ victims die in 
wanton attacks, a few because they, 
have defied gang power and sought 
help from the police, which runs a 
special gang-busting unit called 
CRASH (Community Resources 
Against Street Hoodlums). 

“A lot of the kids are high on 
drugs,” says Sergeant Cary Krebs of 


terrorists who carried out raids in 
Paris, Basque, IRA, anti-Shah and 
South American terrorist 
movements have operated in France 
under the protection of sym- 
pathizers.

Already, the French government 
has ended political refugee status for 
Spaniards, a move which has 
angered Basques, whose traditional 
base of operations was in south-west 
France. French President Glscard 
d’Estalng, despite strong resistance 
from all political parties, la gradual- 
ly winning a battle for strict controls 
on all political refugees, giving more 
power to the police and removing the 
possibility of appeals to the 
judiciary. 

The French president wants a 
Judicial zone in Europe in which 
police of all EEC nations would have 
the right to arrest terrorists outside 
their own frontiers. 

Giscard la also forcing measures 
through parliament in which anyone 
considered a possible threat to 
public order would be summarily 
turned back at the French border, on 
Initiative seen as ending a two* 
century-old revolutionary tradition 
in which even the allegation of 
political oppression amounted to a 
passport to enter France.

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Gang violence 
in U.S. cities

CRASH. “None of them Is afraid to 
fire at an armed police officer." 

In Oakwood, a popular gang sport 
is to snipe at police cars. Windows 
have been repeatedly smashed but 
so far no officers have been Injured. 

Earlier this month, police took the 
extraordinary step of closing down 
the three-kilometre stretch of the 
gang-plagued Whittier Boulevard, 
made famous by the film 
"Boulevard Nights." Here, the ' 
gangs show off their souped-up cars, 
cruising the boulevard in a bumper- 
to-bumper display that frequently 
ends Jn violence. 

“Since January, we’ve had 15 
murders in the boulevard, 176 
assaults, 12 of them on police, eight 
rapes, 56 drug arrests and 110 
weapons violations," says a sheriff's 
spokesman. “We had to take drastic 
action." 

So, every weekend night for the 
next few months police barricades 
will go up* The once-fraatlo 
boulevard takes on the look of a 
vacated zone, eerily quiet, lit now 
and then by the spotlight of an 
overhead helicopter. Police admit 
thatthe ban solves nothing. 

“The gangs will move, and the 
fighting will start elsewhere." 


GANG ACTTVITT la on the rise 
throughout the U.S. One recent study 
Indicates that In the 1,000 towns and 
cities with populations of more than 
25,000, nearly half of all violent 
street crimes are committed by 
youth gangs. 

"The evidence Is that the gangs 
are accounting for a steadily in- 
creasing percentage of serious 
crime." says Professar Walter 
Miller, of Harvard Law School, who 
headed the study. 

Over the past decade, juvenile 
violence had levelled off. Why Is It 
now being revived. 

Most of these crimes are com- 
mitted by youths between the ages of 
14 and 28 living In low-income urban 
areas. Tens of thousands of young 
Mexicans pour Into the working- 
class districts of Los Angeles and 
other cities in the south-west each 
year, where unemployment, pover- 
ty, overcrowding and racial dis- 
crimination are the order of the day. 

Oakwood suburb in Los Angeles Is 
typical. Once a predominantly black 
neighbourhood, bordered by affluent 
white communities, it ia being in- 
vaded by thousands of Chicago 
(Mexican-Amerlcan) families.

Racial tension is high and frequently 
flares into gang war. 

SOCIOLOGIST Joan Moore, who has 
studied the east Los Angeles barrios 
— the Mexican ghettos — says that 
sweatshop and day labour does not 
provide sufficient income to support 
a family. Two "supplementary 
sources” are available: they control 
the Immensely profitable drug 
trade, selling dope at inflated prices 
to “Anglo" communities. 

In recent months a string of new 
programmes has been started in an 
effort to reduce gang violence. The 
programmes range from large 
Federal grants to send social 
workers Into ghetto and barrio 
schools, ‘to 5500 rewards to 
anonymous tipsters giving informa- 
tion about gang activities. 

Hollywood is cashing in on the 
trend with a stream of gang movies, 
all of them big at the box-office. The 
on-screen violence sometimes 
begets violence in the youthful 
audiences the films atttracts. But 
that isn't stopping the film-makers. . 

At least four more gang movies 
are on the way, Including “Gang: A 
Love Story," a Californian "West 
Side Story." 

Unwittingly. “Gang’s" producer 
hired several members of 
Oakwood'a "V-13” gang, then took 
them to shoot a scene in Culver City, 
home turf of the rival "RlnconeB." 
Result: a bloody, belt-buckle swing- 
ing melee as the Rlncones stormed 
the set. 

Police had to be called Into end the 
rumble. An angry officer said: 
"Hollywood is telling the kids that If 
you want to get into the papers, or 
Into movies, join the gang."

"This Is a profession which you 
can't enter without formal training, 
Dora Gad asserts. "You need to 
know everything there Is to know 
about building ln general, before you 
go into interior design. You have to 
be aware of air conditioning, lighting 
and accouatics, all of which ul- 
timately affect the interior dtoor. 

Her own training was acquired in 
Vienna, and included engineering 
and architectural design. 

When she came to Israel in 1936. 
she settled in Tel Aviv and worked 
initially With Prof. Oscar Kaufman. 

who specialised in designing 1 Uieatre 
halls. The project on which she work- 
ed with him came to naught because 


the economic situation of the times 
resulted in a building freeze. She 
later secured employment with a 
town- planner; her creative abilities 
were again frustrated _ by the 
crackdown on construction. 

Seeing no future for herself in this 
Geld, she went into interior design, 
tentatively feeling her way, with 
small jobs until her reputation- 
brought her commissions for larger 
projects. 

Many of her early assignments 
were taken up with rehabilitating 
and refurbishing old buildings. Here 
too, her training came ln handy. 
She had been Involved in many 
similar projects in Vienna where 
restoration was preferable to 
building from scratch. She had also 
studied furniture design and in- 
dustrial design and had worked in 

both fields. As an all-rounder she had 
carte blanche to at least a handful of- 
allted professions ln Israel. 

Working with the Hiltons is a year- 
round challenge. Hilton Inter- 
national'S policy demands local 
ethnic decor In Hilton hotels all over 
the world. 

The breathtaking hues of a 
Jerusalem sunset and the rich 
colours found In Bokharau and 


Moroccan tapestries and em- 
broideries have been eye-catchlngly 
translated into the hotel's decor. In 
Tel Aviv, the tempo and life-style of 
the city is mirrored In the sleek 
-ultramodemity of the hotel. 

Visitors to either hotel may be sur- 
prised to learn that furniture and 
furnishings in all the guest rooms 
are made ln Israel. 

In the public areas, there Is a mix- 
ture of local -and imported Items. 
Carpets, for Instance are Israeli- 
made, but marble table-tops are im- 
ported from Italy. Curtains in the 
lounge of the Jerusalem Hilton are 
made of exquisite Japanese silk, but 
the velvet upholstered circular 
couches are Israeli creations. 

While Dora Gad skims through the 
decorating details with the familiari- 
ty of a mother talking about her 
children, her eyes are forever alert 
to danger signals. 

The never-ending human traffic 
and the daily cleaning of all surfaces 
reduces the life-span of even the best 
quality fabrics. Shabblness and 
shoddiness are inexcusable in five- 
star hotels. The first sign of wear 
and tear heralds a new decorating 
programme. 

The need is greater in Tel Aviv 
than it is ln Jerusalem.

“If you waift to stay ahead," Dors

and the uniforms. Returning guests 
don't want to be confronted by the 
same old scene year after year. They 
want something new. Every year, 
we change three whole floors of the 
hotel."

The 
key advantage In this la that the 
LsraeU p&vfllon stays open for longer 
hours, thus enabling more contacts 
to be made with American furniture 
retailers. 

Although some Israel .manufac- 
turers have sent Individual items to 
. be exhibited by agents at High Point 
over a period of several yean, it was 
not until last October that Israel's 
furniture Industry was represented 
ss a national group. Amongst those 
showing will be Rim, Mabat/Scala, 
Oneg. H&-Ag&z, end the Kibbutz in- 
dustries -furniture group. 

The f ore r un ner to this joint Israeli 
effort was an Israel Furniture Week, . 
held In Jerusalem in May, 1977. 

■ ■ "From' that experience,” says 
Orlando Eisen, Managing Director 
of Rim. Israel's largest and most 
diversified furniture concern, “we 
learned we’d be much better off tak- 
ing- furniture to the clients than 
bringing clients to the futnJture. We 
also learned that there was a suf- 
ficiently large number of firms in- 
volved or .Interested in export. 1 * 

What these firms had In common 
was that theyall wanted to export to 
America, and they all agreed that an 
Israel pavilion at High Point was a 
good base from which to start. 

Rim, which. had been Instrumental 
in the organising of Israel Furniture 
Week, was equally effective when It 
came tq High Point. 

Eisen regards High Point as “the . 
most Important furniture exhibition 
market In - the U-S.," not only In 
terms of sales potential, but as a 
sounding board for new product - 
Ones. Products- which are not part of 
the regular Rim range are shown at 
High Point to test customer reaction. 

Wall units which Rim win be dis- 
playing next month will have black 
high gloss mirrored surfaces. Sheen 
Is currently a popular element In 
American furniture fashions. - 
Please note this use of the word 
fashion rather than trend. Since 1970, 
according to Ehsen, “furniture Is 
more and more a fashion Item and 
less and less of a commodity.” Peo- 
ple are changing their furniture 
more often. They move apartments 
more often, and buy new furniture to 
go with the new apartment. But even 
If they stay In the old one, they atm 
change their furniture. In Europe, 
people change their living room 
suites every three to five years. Thef> 
don't re-upholster. They change 
their furniture entirely.” 

Israelis; haven't reached that 
stage, but judging by Rim's HA 60m. 
turnover this year, Israelis are cer- 
tainly buying a lot of furniture. 
Twelve per cent of Rim’s production 
is exported v. Eisen .. acknowledges . _ 
that the ratio is low, but points -out 
that traditionally , furniture Is not a 
product which lends itself to export 
In addition Rim exports only wall- 
units and drawers. Kitchens, 
bedrooms and living-room suites are 
strictly for the local market 
Rim sells some 80 per cent of Its . 
production through its own 30 shops 
and franchises. ■

niture is easily packed and simple to 
.assemble. 

| The inevitable question arises: 

• Are we going to see these same wall- 

| units on the local market? The 
" answer is; yes. Eisen explains that 
mass volume furniture production 
has to be standardised. The only 
significant difference between local 
and export production is the outer 
finish. Some of the American target 
units have been displayed in 
Jsrael, but didn’t have much appeal 
for local clientele. 

This 'difference in appeal poses a 
design problem. Eisen cites kitchens 
as an example. Until recently, the 
trend In kitchen designs was a com- 
bination of white and pastel*. 
Frames, counters and shelves were' 
In white, doors and drawers were 
coloured. The new design trend is 

towards country-style kitchens with 

oak or pine finish. Eisen feels that 
combining oak or pine, with white 
detracts from the concept of natural 
wood. He wants to change the 
frames and the Insides of the 
cabinets to harmonise with the doors 
and drawers, But if he forsakes the 
white entirely, be will be letting 
down old customers. 

Rim's, services Include the in- 
stallation of additional features a 
year and more after the original 
■purchase. Thus If Rim switches com- 
pletely to the new kitchen concept, 
customers who want to add cabinets 
or shelves to kitchens purchased 
before the changeover, can rely only 
on what remains In storage. 

By the way, talking of service, 
Eisen emphasizes that prices listed 
on Rim products include interior 
design consultation, haulage within 
a 10km. radius of any Rim shop, 
assembly and Installation. An extra 
charge will be made only if the stan- 
dard Rim units do not -fit into the 
available space, and have to be 
altered. The customer is always in- 
formed of the extra charge before 
the order Is accepted. 

All purchases carry a one-year 
free service guarantee. 

This guarantee is valid on condi- 
tion that the customer has the right 
attitude to the furniture. In this 
respect; Rim issues a well Illustrated 
booklet' which advises on the do's 
and don't* of furniture use. For In- 
stance, Rim cannot be held to blame 
for fading upholstery fabric if a aetee 
is placed directly in line with the 
rays of the sun. If the door of a closet 
is supposed to open to a 90 degree 
angle, and it Is forced beyond that 
pressure point, Rim will not take 
responsibility for a break In the 
hinges of the wood. If the maximum 
weight that any shelf can hold Is 38 
kg. It Is not the company's fault if the 
shelf collapses tinder a greater 
weight. All these conditions are 
clearly stipulated, in addition to 
which there is a set of directions on 
which cleaning commodities to use 
on which surfaces. If the customer 
has not consulted the plus/minus 
graph to know which cleaning Quids 
are detrimental to a lacquered sur- 
face, the customer must bear the 
results of hia own folly. 

A service which Eisen would have 
liked to have introduced, has been 
impeded by Israel's economic in- 
stability. Aware that young couples, 
especially, cannot afford the finan- 
cial outlay for a household of quality 
■furniture, Eisen wanted to Institute 
the long-term payment by instal- , 
ment plan which is common in so 
many Western countries. "No 
manufacturer or retailer In Israel 1 
can afford to do that,” he says. Link- 
ing payments to the cost of living In- 
dex .is no solution, because no 
customer' wants to pay tomorrow's 
prices today, or to at least make a 
commitment of that nature. 

So until Israel sorts out her 
economic woes, the easy payment J 

plan remains In abeyance. i 


Caveman makes 
a come-back 

Haim Shapiro goes underground to learn about troglodyte life.

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IF YOU think it’s a little old- 
fashioned to live in a cave, you 
couldn't be more mistaken. Living 
underground, in what. In contem- 
porary architects’ lingo is known as 
an “earth-sheltered house," is the 
latest thing. 

Telling us about the troglodyte 
solution was Natan Ohm-Bar, an 
Israeli architect currently studying 
for a Masters at the University of 
Wisconsin. During a recent home 
leave, Ohn-Bar spoke to Housing 
Ministry officials about the possibili- 
ty of going underground in Israel. 

The earth-sheltered house, he ex- 
plained, is built by excavating the 
area, building the structure and 
covering it with earth on the back, 
sides and top. The front exposed win- 
dows are planned to utilize the best 
of the winter sun and avoid heat In 
summer. 

Architects started budding such 
homes In the 1960s, for aesthetic 
reasons, often to preserve a 


beautiful view, he said. In the 1970s. 
however, as the need to save energy 
became ever more crucial, it was 
found that the homes were warmer 
in winter, cooler In summer. 

With an eye tor conditions here, 
Ohn-Bar is concentrating hia -studies 
on earth-sheltered homes for desert 
areas. He described the Housing 
Ministry as surprisingly open- 
minded to his proposal to build a 
trial project in the Negev. 

He denies that the homes are dank 
and dark, pointing out that present- 
day insulating techniques make it 
possible to keep out the damp. The 
light comes in when and wherr it is 
wanted and the earth Itself v* tecta 
against extreme temperatur . ' In 

such extremes as Minnesota and 
Arizona, it was found that the type of 
construction saved 78 per cent in 
heating and cooling costs. 

He admits that the homes are not a 
solution for mass housing. 

At the most, they can be built in 
units of two or three. They are also 


far more suitable for a hillside than 
level ground. But he Insists their 
benefits are many. 

In addition to the temperature con- 
trol, they also provide the ultimate in 
quiet and privacy. On a small piece 
of aground, the roof esa^serve axthe- 
garden. And there is no problem .at 
all of unsightly buildings marring 
the landscape. The homes, he notes, 
are different from the traditional 
Arab hillside homes in that they use 
earth far more Intensively. 

But underground dwelling has 
been rational in many parts of the 
world. Such homes have been found 
in China, Sicily. Tunisia and Turkey. 
In Mexico, complete undergroun I 
villages have been found, each bous. 
with a perfect orientation to the si’-’ 

It will be a problem to Introduce 
the homes io Israel, he predicts, un- 
til people see how beautitol and prac- 
tical they really are. As for the cost 
of building them, he believes It 
would be the same or less than a 
comparable conventional home.

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DO lT-YOimSELPERS might think 
the purchase and installation of a 
solar hot water heater an ambitious 
task. But Amcor have produced the 
Solon Solar Water heater, destined 
just for them, with a textbook of In- 
Structions that anyone who is used to 
“odd- jobbing" will find simple 
enough to follow. Those who have 
never gone in for installation and the 
use of tools would be advised not to 
attempt it. It is only a job for those 
experienced in the do-it-yourself 
field. 

The tools you will need are named 
and illustrated on the first page, so 
that there Is no possibility of a mis- 
take. They are: a garden hose, a 
screw driver, adjustable wrench, 
pipe wrench, pliers, hack-saw, com- 
pass and scale measure. The actual 
parts required for the installation 
are: teflon tape, galvanised pipes, 
copper or plastic pipe, 3 trended 4- 
lead electric cable ifor isoo watts) 
sheathed in weatherpoof outer 
jacket, insulation material and the 
bag of assorted items supplied with 
the Solon. 

Illustrations are then given on the 
various ways of mounting the SoJon, 
on a flat roof, a sloping roof, above 
the entrance door, on a tool shed or 
on the ground. When you have 
Assembled the stand for the collec-

mounting the collector and the 
storage tank, which only means put- 
ting in a few plugs and clamps and 
screws.

Children are Invited to examine 
colour &a a science, although shade 
harmonies remain clearly a matter 
'of individual taste. Eight- 
year-old Ellav carefully and con-' 
fidently reorganized a wheel, 
shading from red into purple, blue, 
green, yellow, orange and back to 
red. with scant patience for six-year- 
old Zippora. who would have 
preferred to contrast the shades. 
Colour families, primary and com- 
plementary colours, the effects of 
light and shade on colour, and colour 
harmonies are all presented for con- 
sideration. Boards in blending and 
clashing colours confront the young 
observers; colour wheels can be 
spun; identical images are 
presented both in black-and-white 
and in colour; and light- and dark- 
hued cars lie side-by-side in a 
diorama — yet one appears closer. 

HAving been exposed to some of 
the basic principles of colour, the 
children then turn designer. Simple 
wooden puzzles allow them to ex- 
plore the use and function of 
different shades In everyday life. 
They are invited to improve on the. 
work of a "crazy designer" and 
redecorate his glumly painted living- 
room, schoolroom and factory.

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HIS TASTE for old furniture and ex- 
perience in the theatre helped actor 
Yosef Shiloach to create the at- 
mosphere for his antique gallery 
apartment In Jaffa. "Angela” at 
"Number 14 Hadolfin Street, just op- 
posite Gallery 13H. was named for 
his wife. Opened only a month ago, it 
was a dilapidated old-Arab house un- 
til Shiloach^ took ft In hand, 
renovated It from top to bottom and 
turned it into a magnificent garden 
apartment. Sitting there naturally 
and not crowded together as in a 
shop, the old French furniture in the 
Henri II and Louis xm style stand 
out piece by piece, filling the rooms 
with a beautiful old-world decor. 

Shiloach, a handsome swarthy ac- 
tor, who most recently was seen at 
the Tel Aviv Tzavta in “The Tree 
Climber" by Egyptian playwright 
Tawfik A1 Hakim, is better known 
for his numerous film appearances 
(over 40) than his antique dealings, 
even though he has been involved in 
both professions for an equal length 
of time. In "I Love Rosa," he played 
1 opposite Micha Bat Adam as her 
1 lover: In "The House on Chelouche 
j Street," he had the second lead role 
and (n 1973, In between fighting at 
the front, he played opposite Burt 
Lancaster in the American TV film 
"Moses. The Law-Giver." 

Today, though continuing to act. 
Shiloach Is devoting himself to 
developing his antique business, 
which he says, will help him become 
an independent artist. Here, he can 
make his own stage setting, choose 
his parts, and determine what to 
place where. 

Furniture has a soul, he believes, 
and discovering that soul has been a

lit elan g study. Shiloach, who came to 
Israel with his family from Kurd- 
istan as a child, began to collect old 
pieces while a boy, gradually for- 
ming a sizeable collection. Antiques 
turned him on. but there was no 
place to learn about them, ao he 
began to read books. He took up 
wood turning and started to make 
furniture, copying some of the styles 
he saw in pictures or places he 
visited. Today he says his school was 
the Jaffa Flea Market and his 
teachers the antique dealers and 
collectors who taught him to 
recognize period pieces and dis- 


tinguish an authentic article from a 
fake. It is an endless study, that one 
never completes, he says. 

When you get tired of & piece of 
modern furniture, or it wears out, 
there is little value in it. but antiques 
have a history and culture and 
become more valuable with time, 
Shiloach points out. 

The wood is alive, he observes as 
he takes us io see the furniture on 
sale. There is more where that came 
from, he says about his large collec- 
tion in another part of the house. 

An entire dining room Is complete 
with table, chairs and buffet In the 


Henri II style. The table sells for 
IL30.000. each of the chairs for IL5,- 
000. the magnificent buffet of superb 
oak la IL36.000. 

There is also a beautiful oval table 
with carvings of fabled animal heads 
on its legs and matching chairs and a 
buffet c used In French country 
houses, with hunting motifs. Here 
are round and square tables some of 
them hand-turned by Shiloach 
himself. 

There Is a French buffet, with 
columns on either side, the doors 
half glass, half carved in a mosaic- 
like pattern. Numerous small pieces 
include carved head boards, a His 
Masters Voice victrola with the 
large horn, in perfect working order, 
and several writing tables. 

For the television set, Shiloach 
shows an antique-style table he has 
himself designed, and among his 
special furniture is a 100-year-oJd 
carved table with an Arabic inscrip- 
tion from the Turkish period. 

Among smaller pieces which 
range In price from IL5O0 to IL7.000 
are a silver plated dinnerware set, 
pewter tea sets, porcei&lne serving 
dishes, a sliver coffee set from Per- 
sia, icons, a handmade Chinese 
chess set, and other decorative 
items. 

Soon. "Angela" will be adding an- 
tique jewelry to the collection, 
Shiloach and his wife tell us. 

"We don’t mind if people just come 
in and browse, in fact, we are glad to 
help them get acquainted with 
something they do not already know. 
Antique lovers are a kind of club," 
Shiloach smiles.

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Preaching to the unconverted 


PRIME MINISTER Begin, urged on by Foreign Minister 
Dayan, has declined to meet with two leading American black 
personalities, the Rev. Jesse Jackson and the Rev. Joseph 
Lowery of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference. 

Jackson will be coming to visit Israel in any case, directly 
from the U.S. Lowery led a delegation of American blacks who 
visited Lebanon and met there with FLO leaders. 

Mr. Dayan’s position on the matter, apparently supported by 
a number of American Jewish organizations, was that the black 
leaders, already committed in advance to support of the PLO, 
would, at best, try to locate themselves as mediators between 
Israel and the PLO. Israel, he presumably felt, does not need or 
want such mediation, and certainly not from such private 
organizations. 

For their part. American Jewish organizations may well 
believe that Israel should not enhance the role or stature of 
these black leaders, especially that of Mr. Jackson. He has a 
long record of insensibility to Israel's case and has alienated im- 
portant elements of the American Jewish community on other 
issues as well. Evidently he has become even more strident in 
his statements since the Andy Young affair. 

On the other hand, it is certainly impolitic for the Israel 
Government to adopt a position which would appear to boycott 
American black leaders critical of Israel. If the government is 
confident in the justice and necessity of its political positions it 
should be willing to explain them In personal encounters with 
critics as well. Diplomacy and "hasbara” cannot simply be an 
exercise in preaching to the converted. In any case, even if the 
black leaders would like to think of themselves as potential 
mediators with the PLO, this does not have to commit Israel. 

Public diplomacy is not simply a matter of decision-making, 
but also of taking into account the public impact of the 
decisions. Even if it were true that Lowery and Jackson should 
be written off as implacable foes of Israel, which is 
questionable, the decision of how to handle their overtures for 
meetings should have been measured as well in terms of its 
public consequences, chiefly in the U.S. And here certainly 
there is room to doubt the wisdom of the government's position. 

Moreover, Mr. Begin 's capacity for persuasion, and the 
capacity of officials below ministerial level are surely not so 
weak as to rule out from the start the very attempt to explain 
Israel's case. 

American blacks may be forgiven if they have proven to be es- 
pecially susceptible to the PLO canard that It is a movement of 
national liberation akin to the movements that have freed 
scores of Asian and African countries from colonial domination. 

Israel, however, will never be able to lay such misconceptions 
to rest unless it Is determined to persevere In presenting its own 
case to those very elements in foreign public opinion who are 
most susceptible to Arab-PLO propaganda. It is rather strange 
to see the government abdicating that responsibility now in Mr. 
Jackson's case in favour of the Labour opposition whose leaders 
will apparently meet with him.

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THE RECENT case of Mizrahi v. 
"Ha'aretz” has served to focus 
public attention on the Issue of libel, 
la particular libel by the press. This 
would therefore seem an opportune 
time to point to the threat our libel 
law poses to the ability of our press 
to function freely and effectively. 
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In a democratic country, the law of 
libel must strike a delicate balance 
between two of society's Interests. 
On one side of the scale is free and 
uninhibited democratic debate, in- 
cluding a free and vibrant press. On 
the other, the basic civil right of the 
private citizen to his good name. 

In recent months we have seen 
that balance seriously upset. The 

adage tells us that "sticks and stones 
may break my bones, but words can 
never hurt me.’*- Most of us would 
agree that "words," i.e., defama- 
tion. can be quite as painful as a 
well-aimed stone. It would stand to 
reason that the law should deal In 

like fashion with both. However, in 

Israel we have the peculiar situation 
that our laws about damages protect 
a man's reputation to a far greater 
extent than they do his bones, and in- 
deed his very life. 

Let us explain this anomaly by 
analysing a hypothetical case. 

Let us imagine that A a carpenter, 
is working on a scaffolding several 
storeys high. A gust of wind sweeps a 
pail full of sticks and stones off the 
scaffolding. B, walking by on the 
street below, is struck by the sticks 
and stones, and suffers a large 
number of broken bones. He sues A 
for damages. 

The court will ask the question: 
Was A negligent? In other words, did 
A take reasonable precautions in the 
way he handled that pail? If it finds 
that he carelessly left it wobbling on 
the edge of the scaffolding, with 
nothing holding it in place. It will find 
him responsible. 

On the other hand, if the court 
finds that A took all reasonable care 
in placing the pall where he did, it 
will declare that he is not responsible 
to B. 

In short, the law of torts holds that 
A Is responsible to B to the extent 
that he was at fault. If he was not at 
fault, then he owes B nothing. This 
seems eminently fair. After all. If A 
was reasonably careful, that is all 
that society can, should, and indeed 
does ask of him. Even if the sticks 
and stones severely Injured or even

HOWEVER, should A. Instead of In- 
juring B physically, cause harm to 
his reputation, the legal standard 
applied is absurdly more severe. 

We may use a second hypothetical 
case to illustrate this. This time, A is 
a newspaper reporter. He uncovers 
facts which point to B, a political 
leader, being closely involved with a 
foreign terrorist group. Writing in 
his weekly newspaper column, A 
reports his finding. B reads the 
column and blows his top. He sues A 
for libel. 

The present rule, established 
about a year ago In "Ha'aretz" v. the 
Israel Electric Corporation, is that 
the courts will not examine the con- 
duct of A in this case. Generally 
speaking. It Is sufficient that A's arti- 
cle contains errors of fact which the 
courts find libellous in order to pin A 
with responsibility for libel. It Is as if 
In our first example, all B had to do 
was to point to his busted cranium, 
without raising the question of A's 
degree of care (or lack of it). It ' 
do esn't seem fair. 

It is important to remember that 
one of the functions of the law of torts 
is to encourage _ people to take 
precautions. Basically, the Idea Is 
that carpenters will be more careful 
with their palls of sticks and stones If 
thej’ know that, should there be an. 
accident, they will be free of respon- 
sibility if they can prove that they 
took reasonable safety precautions. 
The history of the law of torts shows 
that this theory works. 

As a result of "Ha'aretz" v. Israel 
Electric Corporation, the law of libel 


cannot function effectively in this 
manner. Instead of providing an In- 
centive to check and double-check an 
article before publishing, this new 
rule will probably encourage all that 
is irresponsible In our press. 


A RECENT proposal by Likud MK 
. Avraham Sharir Is designed to rec- 
tify the situation. The newspaper, 
having proved that it checked its 
facts to a reasonable extent, could 
still be found to have committed 
libel. However, damages In such a 
case would be limited to one Israel 
pound. 

The proposal Is good as far as it 
goes, but It does not go far enough. 
Legal defence costs alone can 
amount to hundreds of thousands of 
pounds. This by Itself could act as a 
serious deterrent to Investigative 
reporting. Why shouldn't a 
newspaper which has not been 
negligent be treated like a carpenter 
who has not been negligent? 

In a nutshell, it just doesn’t make 
sense that the exercise of reasonable 
care is not enough to relieve you of 
responsibility if you hurt someone's 
reputation by accident, but it will get 
you off the hook (and rightly so) if 
you crack open his skull. 

The anomaly of the court's ruling 
Is Increased by the fact that the stan- 
dard of reasonable care is applied tn- 
dvrectly In our libel law, but not to 
the question of mistaken facts * 
reported in good faith, where it Is 
most needed. The court must decide 
whether or not the defendant 
published "in good faith," If the 
court finds that he did, then a 
number of defences are available to 
him. 


IN ORDER to make this vital deci- 
sion, the court poses three questions. 
Did the defendant beHeve in the 
truth of what he published? Did he 
take reasonable steps to verify the 
accuracy of That he published? Did 
he publish without any malicious In- 
tent to violate values which the libel 
law wishes to protect? For the court 
to find that publication was under- 
taken in good faith (within the mean- 
ing of the law), the answers to all 
three questions must be: Yea.

In 
particular, the newspaper was not 
able to prove that it had taken, 
reasonable care to verify certain 
statements which It printed as. fact, 
and which were libellous. 


In one of his "With prejudice" ar- 
ticles (July 20), Alex Berlyne. reflec- 
ting a common public response, con- 
demned this 1 trial by newspaper" as 
vigilantlsm. I beg to differ. The - 
Mizrahi case may serve as an alar- 
ming example of how far the balance 
we spoke of earlier has been upset, to 
the detriment of a free, vibrant

The radio announcement en- 
couraging us to drink water strikes 
me as ironic, as I find myself turning 
to bottled products to quench my 
thirst. 


Is something new being added to 
our water supply? If so,' Is such a 
high concentration of this substance 
necessary and does it conform *to 
public health safety levels?

The Jerusalem Municipality replies : 

Israel faces a serious water shor- 
tage,' especially this year, and we 
are using our last drops of water as a 
result of the drought. Consequently, 
drinking water In Jerusalem and In 
other cities in Israel contains 
organic matter which, together with 
the chlorine which la essential to dis- 
infect the water, sometimes affects 
Its taste and smell. 

Unfortunately, because of the 
quantities of marginal water in use, 
we cannot even hope for an improver 
ment In the foreseeable future. What 
Ls important* ie-'-that water in 
Jerusalem is fit to drink according to 


standards set by law, and Is careful- 
ly and aystemically supervised by 
the Ministry of Health.
